woman suffrage parties, where returns 
were read amid scenes of enthusiasm 
at times approaching hysteria. - 


Long Line of Motors,

had closed a steady stream of motor 
vehicles brought anxious women eager 
to learn whether suffrage would again 
be defeated, but as the night wore on 
and the returns began to show gains 
everywhere, anxiety turned to joy.

I have in the fol- 
lowing adapted one for hoe cake, which 
a woman born to estate and in the old 
dominion sixty or seventy years ‘ago, 
sent me many years back. I have 
divided the recipe by three and used a 
little extra sugar and cream; the sugar 
so that the surface of the cake will 
brown more readily and the extra 
cream so that the cakes will not stick 
to an aluminum griddle. This griddle 
should not be greased, and need not 
be if there is a little butter of other 
fat in cakes cooked on it. I 

Add to one cup of.sifted white corn 
meal two tablespoons of sweet cream, 
one teaspoon of sugar and a fourth of 
a teaspoon of salt. Pour into these, 
mixed together, one-half cup, scant, of 
boiling water and stir until the whole 
crumbles in large pellets, then add 
enough cold water to bind the whole 
in a stiff dough. Divide into two or“ 
more parts for the griddle and pat 
down into cakes about three-fourths 
of an inch thick. Bake for fifteen min- 
utes on one side and then turn and 
bake from ten to fifteen minutes on 
the other. 

The griddle should be heated slowly 
and the gas not more than half high 
from first to last. Gas full tilt will 
heat a griddle up to 1,200 degrees or 
so, but to cook successfully ont the 
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one must make it look like an ins pira- 
tion, not like a formula. And to this 
end there are countless clever manipu- 
lations of material—discrepancies in 
length, willful little drapings, different 
kinds of ornamentation. In this model 
the skirt gets a further distinction 
from the square train which unfolds 
from under the back panel. 

As to the bodice, this is blue taffeta 
embroidered in blue silk and jet beads. 
In the back it becomes a broad girdle 
brought down to a sash loop of drapery 
over the hip. As a last touch comes 
black torchon net draped so that it 
blouses a little at the waist line and 
is brought down in a V over the blue 
silk of the back. Blue taffeta shoulder 
straps embroidered in silver are 
brought over the transparent net 
sleeves and form with the top of the
